Even in
1861, when our reliance was still upon America, we
imported the material from as many as thirty diffzrent
countries. The next year eleven new sources were ad-
ded, and eixteen more the year after that. At ths
minute we import raw cotton from eix diflerent quar-
ters, and yet, after all, our gross supply is scarcely
swelled by this multitude of contributiona. It is still
upon one of two chi=f sources that we depend. If any-
thing were to iatericre with the Iodian or Egyptiuc
exports, we should have another fall. The “s~ lter-
ings "’ go for pext to nothing.

Nor do we see any indication of material change —
I'be increase in the Indian export has becn cossidera-
ble and steady, no doubt, but not large enongh t~ put
us at our easc. Bombay, the chicfsource of this suply,
bas rather fallen off this year. Its exports rose irom
656,691 cwt., in 1861, to 847,480 in 1862, but declin-
ed to 864,200 in 1863. Oh the other hand, Bengal hus
gprung up from some 5000 to more than 150,000, and
Bingapore now first appears as an humble cou.ributor.
We observe, too, that China, which sent nothinz in
1861, and only 113 ewt., in 1862, has seot us 110 469
cwt., in the first six mouths of the present year.

We
have fair stores of the material still, but our manuafac-
tarers are afraid to work it up at the present price.
Taat is the history of the case, and we fear its aspect
is not much improved by the retaros before us. kven
dear cotton does not reach us except in driblets, where-
a8 it is only cheap cotton in abundance that will st the
mills ¢f Lancashire tu work again.

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Every Max 1o Mage H1S owN Ice.—All Paris is
rejoiciog in a recent discovery of a method of manu-
facturiog ice in a speedy and simple mannper, and at a
small expense. The machine is styled Le glacrere a
eseale. From a drawing and description now tefore us
we gather the following :
A cylinder of metal—tin will angwer—with a move-
able cover at one end, to be kept tightly in its placa by
a screw whan shut, with two opeaings, one at each end,
to receive throngh two tannels the materials uscd; and a
discharge cock .at one end to discharge the contents
when the cylinder is to be emptied, is all the apparatus
required. This cypliader, when properly charged, 18
placed on a pair of rockers, so that a see-saw moti.p
may be obtained. To convert five hundred French
grammes of water into ice (each gramme being nearly
17 grains avoirdupois) it is necessary enly to place in
this cylindet or well 13 hundred grammes of saiphat of
scda, and eight hundred grammes of bydrochloride or
muriatic acid. Into this preparation or bath,says the
inveator, placera form or vessel containing the water to
be frozen, a bottle of champaigne to be frapped, or any
other vessel required to b= frozen. Close the cover,
screw 1! fast, and then for seven or eight minutes give
the cylioder or well a see.saw motion on its cradle, and
you cbtain the desired resuli. A solid block of ice of
tive hundred grammes may be produced by this opers-
tion.
